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SHANGHAI, March 23. 

HANGHAT is to become the 
S “base for a world revolu- 

tion,” says a manifesto issucd 
by Gen. Pai Tsung-hsi, Canton- 
ese commander, to the Chinese 
people today, but foreigners 
must not be attacked or insult- 
ed or their property destroyed. 

“For 80 years,”’ the manifesto 
reads, “‘the imperialists, under 
the protection of unequal trea- 
ties, have reduced China to a 
state of vassalage. 

“After the revolution of 1911, 
the foreign imperialists contin- 
ually supplied Chinese imperial- 
ists with rifles and guns, with 
which they have waged war for 
the last 15 years. 

“On the one hand the foreign 
imperialists have checked the 
development of Chinese educ4- 
tion and industries, and on the 
other have secured for them- 
selves special privileges. 

“But the Chinese now 
awakened, and Shanghai, the 
greatest commercial center in 
the Far East, will become not 
only a strong base for Chinese 
nationalism but for a world 
revolution. 

“The people must distinguish,

Gen. Pai urges arbitration in

The manifesto says 
Chinese must understand that 
the nationalists do not intend 
to create a general antiforeign 
movement, but seek to abolish 
“all institutions and systems of 
imperialist character.” 

They will not attempt to gain 
their purposes by military 
force, but will use propaganda.

Foristel -Also Defendant—Col- 
lector Says Action Is Based 
“On Suspicion.” 


A suit on account, filed today 
against the organization which 
promoted the defunct effort to re- 
call Mayor Miller, names Collector 
Koeln, a political opponent of the 
Mayor, and Edward: W. Foristel, 
attorney and _ . political 
henchman, as defendants. There 
has been secrecy as to the identity 
of persons backing the recall move- 
ment. , 

The sult, in Circuit Court, was 
filed by R. L. Folk & Co. against 
John J. Heil. manager and spokes- 
man of the recall; Joseph M. Ebe- 
ling, who was named publicly as 
its treasurer; Koeln, Foristel “and 
others associated and doing busi- 
ness as the Miller Recall Organ- 
ization, a voluntary organization.”’ 
Names of the “‘others,’”’ the petition 
says, are not known to the plain- 
tiff. 

On June 17 last the Polk com- 
pany entered a written agreement 
with the defendants, the suit de- 
clares, to obtain signatures to the 
recall petitions, for which it was 
to be paid 10 cents each. The com- 
pany obtained 3762 bona fide sig- 
natures, for which it was entitled 
to $376.20, it is claimed, but the 
defendants refused to pay. 

A copy of the alleged contract, 
filed with the suit, shows that it 
was signed by William E. Wagner, 
manager for R. L. Polk & Co., and 
by Heil as chairman of the recall 
organization and Ebeling as treas- 
urer. Signatures of Koeln and 
Foristel are not shown. 

“Suspicion,” Says Koeln.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—Aft- 
er the finding of a woman’s body 
in the Potomac River today Wash- 
ington police teiegraphed to the 
Madison, Wis., authorities to take 
into custody for investigation, Dr. 
Knute Houck, formerly a physician 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital here, 
whose wife, Gladys, - disappeared 
several months ago. 

Police said the body had been 
identified as that of Mrs. Houck by 
calling cards on her person. 

The woman had been missing 
from her home here since Dec. 17. 
Dr. Houck was found in an ex- 
tremely nervous condition at Hor- 
nell, N. Y., two days later and 
was brought back to Washington, 
where for a’‘time he was held for 
observation. | 

Mrs. Houck was last seen alive 
on the night of Dec. 17, when sev- 
eral doctors from St. Elizabeth's 
Hospital visited the Houcks at their 
home. Two days later Dr. Houck 
was found tramping the streets of 
Hornell, clothed in his underwear. 

He was never able to throw any 
light on his wife’s disappearance, 
although he: had 
dence that she was still alive. After 
undergoing treatment both here 
and in Baltimore, Dr. Houck went 
to Wisconsin to join his relatives. 
A small child, left alone by the 
pair, was taken in charge by Mrs. 
Houck’s parents. 

No charge has ever been placed 
against Dr. Houck here. The con- 
dition of the body today was such 
that it was difficult to determine 
how death was caused. 

A preliminary examination of 
body showed no traces of foul play, 
but an autopsy was ordered for 
‘later in the day. 

In addition to the calling cards, 
which were in a purse still clutched 
tightly in the woman’s hand, a 
wedding license also was found and 
a wedding ring, bearing the ini- 
tials “‘K. H. H.’’ remained on a 
finger. District Attorney Gordon 
took charge of the case and took 
steps to have the physician held. 

At the time of his return here 
from Hornell, police Said Dr. 
Houck had told them he quarreled 
with his wife, but that he was cer- 
tain he had not killed her. He had 
awakened in the night, said, 
“from a good dream” just in time 
to see her slip through the door. 
When he awoke at daybreak she 
still was missing and he went in 
search. Failing to find her, he ap- 
parently collapsed and disappeared 
himself.

Close to Solar Time. 

‘“That’s true,” Hayes remarked. 
“St. Louls longitude is 90 degrees 
12 minutes west Central time is 
ninetieth meridian time. St. Louis 
actually is only 48 seconds ahead 
of solar time, although, for practi- 
eal purposes, it is put at a min- 
ute. 

‘Ry turning up the clock for 
daylight saving, St. , Louis would 
move an hour and one minute 
ahead of natural time. Chicago, 
by Central time, is 19 minutes 
slower than solar time, and by day- 
light saving it moves only 50 min- 
utes ahead of the sun.

Evenings Warm in St. Louis. 

“St. Louis evenings are much 
warmer than {in New York and 
Chicago, where the margin be- 
tween Standard time and solar 
time is not greatly larger than 
here. Cincinnati and St. Louis 
have approximately the same tem- 
peratures. But the margin there 
between conventional and solar 
time is so great that even with 
daylight saving, most Cincinnati 
workers still may sleep through 
the coo] hour of the morning. 

“The earth begins cooling by ra- 
diation towards evening as the 
sun’s rays become less direct. That 
cooling goes on steadily through 
the night unti) the sun rises and 
its incoming heat exceeds the out- 
let of radiation.

He Was ad- 
mitted to practice in the Federal 
District Court, in which the case 
is belng tried, when it opened 10 
days ago, but this was the first time 
he had spoken. Previously he had 
confined his courtroom efforts to 
whispered conferences with _ his 
chief of counsel, Willam Henry 
Gallagher of Detroit. 


William J. Cameron, editor of 
the Ford-owned Dearborn Inde- 
pendent, in which were printed 
articles alleged to have libeled Sa- 
piro, was in the witness chair for 
the fourth day when Sapiro faced 
him. : 

Speaking in a well-modulated 
voice that held the close attention 
of the jurors, Sapiro read from 
back numbers of the Dearborn In- 
dependent articles he asserted were 
libelous. One of these was an 
article mentioning “Otto Kahn, 
Bernard Baruch down to Aaron 
Sapiro and lesser Jews,” 

Gallagher introduced a “boxed” 
article which appeared in the In- 
ependent Aug. 23, 1924, saying: 
“It may only be a coincidence that 
the line of agricultural control ins 
this country runs from Otte Kahn 
and Bernard Baruch down through 
the lesser Jews. “But here is an 
incident which may throw light on 
that: 

‘Because Aaron Sapiro, when he 
organized the Colorado potato 
growers, thought Erskine R. 
Myer, a prominent attorney of 
Denver, Colo., spelled his name 
M-E-Y-E-R, and was a Jew, the 
enterprising young promoter of co- 
operative marketing associations 
en:iployed Mr. Myer as attorney 
for the Colorado potato growers.” 


Ruling on Added Damages. 

The element of added damages 
may be submitted toe the jury. 
Judge Raymond said today in ex- 
tlaining that although only one 
line Or paragraph of an article for- 
mally had been declared libelous 
in Sapiro’s declaration, all of the 
article would be permitted as eyi- 
dence for interpretative purposes. 

“However, the plaintiff can re- 
cover only upon the parts declared 
upon,”’ said the Court. The ele- 
ment of added damages would b¢ 
based upon malice, ill-will or 
hatred, he said, and is known as 


_insreased damages, while the dam-

ADMITS HE WROTE 
ARTICLES RAKING 
IMPEACHED JUDGt 


Clell Maple, Muncie, Ind., 
Manufacturer, Testifies in 
State Senate Trial of C. 
W. Dearth.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 23. 
—Cleli Maple, a manufacturer of 
Muncie, Ind., who wrote th, anony- 
mous article which causeu Judge 
Clarence W Dearth of the Dela- 
ware County Circuit Court to con- 
fiscate copies of the Muncie Post- 
Democrat, and arrest newsboys for 
selling the paper, testified today 
in the impeachment trial of the 
Judge - before the Indiana State 
Senate. He said he had written 
the article attacking Dearth and 
Mayor John C. Hampton more than 
six months after a conversation 
with the Judge and after he was 
convinced that the city was not 
being cleaned of its gamblers, boot- 


js leggers and other law violators. 


The article, appearing in the 
weekly newspaper, which was pu®.- 
lished by George R. Dale, said the 
blame for two murders in Muncie 
about that time rested on Dearth 
and . Hampton. It had both 
the Judge and the Mayor respon- 
sible for conditions leading up to 
the murders. 

Article Offered in Evidence. 

Dearth was busy this morning, 
advising counse] repeatedly. They 
succeeded in being permitted to 
put into evidence a copy of Maple’s 
article to show that he was a 
prejudiced witness. The House 
Board of Managers protested 
against this, declaring nothing wag 
contained 
Dearth relating to Dale and that 
they wanted to stay clear of that 
feature of the case. 

Four Muncie newsboys were 
prosecution witnesses eysterday. 

The boys testified that no war- 
rant had been read them before 
they were hailed into Dearth’s 
Court for selling newspapers con. 
taining an attack on him. The 
youngsters told of being taken be. 
fore the Judge on Feb. 19. They 
said he threatened them with be- 
ing placed on probation if they 
persisted in sellnig the Muncie 
Post-Democrat, edited by George 
R. Dale, who for years has con- 
ducted an editorial crusade against 
Dearth. 

Boy Says He Was Slapped. 

One of the boys, John Ranes, 14 
years old, told of being called a 
liar by the policeman who arrested 
him. The boy also said he was 
slapped by Ira Pittenger, a court 
attache.

Fantastic Court Room

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TRAIN ROBBER FOILED 
BY OWN REVOLVER 


Discharge of Weapon So Fright- 
ens Him He Jumps From Car, 
Leaving $550 Behind.

ASHEVILLE, N. C., March 23.— 


A holdup man who attempted to 
rob the Carolina Special. crack 


passenger train on the Southern 
Railway. missed $550 when the 
discharge of his own revolver 80 
frightened him that he jumped 
from the express car last night. 

Boarding the train as it neared 
this city. he entered the express 
car and thrust a revolver at J. H. 
McPeters, the messenger. 

“I'm not fooling. give me ail 
you've got,” the holdup man said. 
* He then rifled the safe only to 
find it empty. Turning upon Mc- 
Peters, he attempted to bind him 
and in the scuffle the stranger's 
pistol was discharged, the messen- 
ger receiving a slight powder burn. 

The noise of his own gun 680 
frightened the holdup man that he 
retreated toward the door, over- 
looking an open satchel near the 
safe containing $550. Shortly be- 
fore he had entered the car the 
money had been taken from the 
safe to be left off at Asheville. 

The train was slowing down for 
the station as he jumped. Mc- 
Peters, grabbing his own revolver. 
attempted to shoot as the man went 
through the door, but the bullet 
jammed. 

Railroad officials believe the 
man boarded the train when it 
slowed up at Biltmore, two miles 
east of here.

Advertise for Jobs for 43 Em- 
ployes of Weightograph Co., 
About to Be Moved,

The Howe Scale Co. of Rutland, 
Vt.. which recently purchased the 
Weightograph Co. of St. Louis and 


plans to remove its equipment to 
Rutland, March 31, has advertised 
that 43 of its men, comprising the 
greater part of its factory staff, 
cannot move to Rutland, and are 
therefore available for other em- 
ployers. 

The plan to assist the men in 
finding jobs was determined upon 
when it was found that but five of 
the factory staff of the 8t. Louis 
plant, at 310 South First street, 
would go to Rutland. 

A few of the staff have found 
jobs already, but there are 43 
skilled men who do not know def- 
initely where they will go to work 
after March .81. Most of them 
have worked at the plant since it 
opened in 1917. 

Among them is Henry Krull, 
gray-haired toolroom keeper who 
has held four jobs in the 30 years 
and more he has been a working 
man, and has had all four “sold 
from under him.” He began work- 
ing When 16 at the ald Central 
Type Foundry, and had achieved a 
post of responsibility there when 
the foundry was sold and closed. 
He then worked for the Western 
Type Foundry and later for the In- 
land Type Foundry, and the same 
thing happened in each case. Now, 
after 10 years with the Weighto- 
graph Co., he says the thing is get- 
ting on his nerves. 

The group of men, which the 
Weightograph Co. ig attempting to 
Place with other employers, in- 
cludes eight highly expert assem- 
bly men, who might be used in the 
assembling department of any 
plant manufacturing a mechanical 
device; 14 skilled mechanics, three 
toolmakers, one patternmaker, two 
machine shop foremen, two ap- 
prentice draftsmen, both high 
schoo] graduates; four metal pol- 
ishers and grinders, one too! grind- 
er, two shipping clerks, one store- 
keeper and three maintenance men, 

In its advertisement the Howe 
Scale Co. characterizes the men as 
“valuable and loyal employes, with 
satisfactory service extending over 
many years.” 

There is but one other scale fac- 
tory in St. Louis. It began opera- 
tion but recently, and therefore 
cannot absorb at thig time_any of 
the Weightograph personnel,

Vice President 
Dawes really occupies the best po- 
sition of the lot, for he has two 
shots for the prize. 
Lowden develops enough strength 
to make it uncomfortable for the 
President to appear as qa candidate 
before the 1928 convention, Dawes 
has a chance to slip by as a com- 
pro nise. According to political 
logic, if Lowden spoils it for Cool- 
idge, Coolidge may be depended 
upon to see to it that Lowden does 
not profit. That is where Dawes 
comes in. 

As Senator Edwards of New 
Jersey put it the other day, the 
Vice President is the most popular 
man in the Senate. and even a 
Democrat may occasionally speak

Under the smuggling treaty, 
which was promulgated on March 
28 last. to run for a year, and to 
continue automatically thereafter 
unless denounced by either of the 
parties, each country obligated it- 
self to notify the other of any 
shipments of prohibited commoadi- 
ties, 

Manifestly a lifting of the arms 
embargo would not be effective 
with the smuggling treaty in op- 
eration, since the United States 
would he required by it to notify 
the Mexican authorities of the 
shipment of arms.

GENEVA, March 23.—The Ger- 
man Government has told the Pre- 
paratory Commission for the dis- 
armament conference that Ger- 
many would bring her military ea- 
tablishment to a par with all] other 
nations of Europe before beginning 


to reduce. 

Count Von Bernstorff, German 
Ambassador to the United States 
during the early part of the World 
War, yesterday presented the Ger- 
man thesis of disarmament plans 
that {t would like to submit to the 
coming disarmament conference as 
a tentative program. 

He sald that only effecttve and 
practical measures which placed 
the nations of Europe upon equa! 
footing would be acceptable to Ber-_ 
lin as fulfillment of proimses made 
at Versailles and Locarno that dis- 
armament of the Central Powers 
would be the first step toward gen- 
eral disarmament. 

“Germany will not accept a fic- 
titious solution,” Von Bernstorff 
declared. He pledged his coun- 
try’s co-operation to the fuliest ex- 
tent, provided the League was sin- 
cere and that the advances now 
being made proved the League's 
power of carrying out ite program 
for future peace. . 

Otherwise, he said, Germany 
must Insist, as has Italy, on having 
a military position on a par with 
any Power in Europe. 


France Submits Plan for Arma-
